Washington, July 26 (£>)•—Secre- 


tary of Defense Johnson said to- 
day this country's overall fighting 
"potential" was greater at tho 
outbreak of the Korean war than 
at any time since America de- 
mobilized after World War 2. 


Stnking back at lus critics, 


Johnson added:

Johnson's insistence on the flt-

Leaders Hope to Give Bill 


On Pensions to President 


Washington-, July 26 <an—Con- 


gressional leaders hoped today to 
place on President Truman's desk 
before the end of next week a bill 
to boost federal old-age pensions. 
It would also bring 10,000,000 
more workers Into the retirement 
system. 


Pension rates for persons retir- 
ing in the future would be in- 
creased about 100 per cent, while 
payments to about 3,000,000 per- 
sons already drawing benefits un- 
der the old-age and survivors in- 
surance program would go tip an 
average of 77 M, per cent, effective 
October ,1. 


Maximum benefits lor a family 


would be raised from $85 to $150 
a month. 
To finance the expanded social 
security program, payroll taxes 
collected by the government would 
more than double over the next 
20 years, rising from $2,500,000,- 
000 this year to about $6,000,000,- 
000 in 1970. 
The taxes are paid by employe 
and employer on a 50-50 basis. 
Workers covered by the old age 
and survivors insurance system 
would be increased from the pres- 
ent 35,000,000 to abcjut 45,000,000. 
Among those to be brought Into 
tho program are 5,000,000 self- 
employed, 1,000,000 domestic serv-

Two fresh U. S, Divisions were 
moving up to tho front.

But the overwhelming masses 


of Red troops kept shoving into 
the vital rail and highway corri- 
dor that runs from Taejon south- 
cast to Pusan, the main U. S. Sup- 
ply port. 
Red tanks and massed infantry 


forced the U. S. 24th Division to 
make a costly retreat from Tae- 
jon. Yesterday the Communists, 
still driving deeper down the cor- 
ridor, hammered the U, S. First 
Cavalry Division out of Yong- 
dong,

Meanwhile a Red scythe has 
made a lightning swing down the 
Yellow Sea coast 
and across

Kumchon is the next city on the 
important railway and highway 
southeast of Yongdong.

Washington, July 26 <*)—Presi- 


dent Truman today summoned the 
nation to "some sacrifice" of its 
civilian plenty. He declared him- 
self ready to call for "complete 
economic mobilisation" if the de- 
fense of freedom requires. 


Mr. Truman told Congress, in 


his midyear economic message, 
that price ceilings, rationing and 
"serious shortages" can be avoided 
if "Congress quickly gives him 
limited control powers and a $5,- 
000,000,000 tax increase. 


But* he warned: "We must 


realize that the engagement in 
Korea', will be costly and may 
not be short. 
We must prepare 


a'gafnsl the possibility that new 
crises may arise elsewhere." 


That hazard means, the Presi- 


dent said, that industrial output 
must be stepped up—possibly by 
a late of $10,000,000,000 annually 
before Januaiy 1—and that basic 
industry itself must be expanded 
by federal loans and guaianlecs. 
"We cannot afford longer to 
risk the possibility of future des- 
perate shortages of some of the 
most essential requirements for 
our national security," Mr, Tru- 
man said. 


Steel Heads I.lst 


He did not name steel specifi- 
cally 
as> one of the industries 


critically needing expansion. But 
it headed his list of "scarcity" 
materials, despite capacity oper- 
ation since April. 


Safety from further Communist 
aggression depends, Mr Truman 
said, on "production and more 
production," and safety from in- 
flation depends on business and 
consumers alike refraining from 
"hoarding and avarice." 
The message asked no emer- 
gency powers beyond those re- 
quested o week ago—to control 
credit, allocate scarce materials, 
limit civilian output, requisition 
goods, curb commodity specula- 
tion, and help finance industry's 
expansion for war. 
It added hew pressure on Con- 
gress to grant those powers, how- 
ever, and Us keynote was speed- 
speed in both law-making and 
munitions-making. 
The powers requested, Mr, Tru- 
man said, not only will meet 
present needs but will perform an- 
other essential service—to "build 
up our preparedness" for more 
drastic steps If the military situ- 
ation worsen?. 


Detailed Plans Drawn 


"Detailed plans for these fur- 
ther steps" have been drawn, Mr, 
Truman disclosed, and he added: 
"If it bliould become necessary, 
I shall without hesitation ask the 
Congress for the grant of tlic 
powers to implement these further 
plans, whether for complete eco- 
nomic mobilization or for further 
intermediate 
action 
depending 
upon the need." 
Because of shortages of steel, 
copper and certain other ma- 
terials—whose prices have spurted 
in the last few weeks—some civi- 
lian goods must be shunted off the 
production lines to make room for 
armaments. 
Limited 
controls 
should suffice, Mr. Truman said, 
but he went on: 
"This does not mean that we 
can meet our enlarged interna- 
tional obligations without some 
sacrifices of domestic consump- 
tion,

"Some sacrifice is called for, 
and I am* confident that the 
American people are ready to do 
their part."

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CHAPLAINS' 175TH ANNIVERSARY 
The United States An$y Chaplains' Corps 


commemorates its 175th anniversary on July 
29 and tho nation again is reminded of the 
twin virtues of service and sacrifice through 
which Army chaplains have contributed so 
vitally to our armed forces. 


In the American War for IndepenSence 


clergymen joined their parishioners to be 
present with religious ministrations. Their 
heroic work led to their formal recognition 
and the establishment of the Office of Chap- 
lain by the Continental Congress. Through 
the nation's history these men have con- 
tinued to share in the ordeals and casualties 
of our soldiers In all wars which the United 
States has been engaged. 


During World War 1 some 2,000 chaplains 


were on duty at the peak of the- battles, and 
again In World War 2 over 8,000 chaplains 
dedicated themselves to the noble task of 
bringing spiritual comfort and counsel to the 
men who fought. Chaplains do not light, but 
they do get killed in battle. 


The chaplain's field of action knows no 


limits. It may be the base hospital for the 
chaplain of the medical regiment. A river 
where a pontoon bridge is being repaired un- 
der shell fire Is the field of action for the 
chaplain of an engineer regiment. The area 
from which -the batteries are firing Js the 
field of action for the chaplain of artillery. 
The foxholes, jungles of hedges where the 
men of his regiment are fighting, being 
wounded or killed, is the field of action for 
the chaplain of the infantry regiment. 


On land or sea, especially whenever and 


wherever there is the likelihood of anxiety, 
suffering and death, the chaplain is found 
with his men* 


A glorious chapter in the history of our 


Armed Forces was written early in the last 
war when the troop transport SS Dorchester 
was torpedoed off Greenland. Those four 
chaplains aboard moved among the distract- 
ed soldiers, encouraging them and assisting 
them into lifeboats and lifejackets, calming 
their fears and, finally, removing their own 
lifejackets and giving them to the soldiers. 
In so doing, as Is now history, they sacrificed 
their own lives. The men who had that last 
glimpse of tho four as the ship was sinking 
by the bow, arms linked and voices raised in 
prayer, carry an indelible picture of courage 
and love with them. America, who'claims 
them, has Immortalized their deeds as an 
eternal Inspiration.

ting of a publisher by scientists. They did not boy 
cott the particular book,, VelikovsUjf's "World! in 
Collision," but the textbooks published by MacMU- 
lan. The scientists engaged In a secondary boycott. 


I stated In ray .article that S had not read the 


book. The point I stfught .to nWke was that, dog- 
ma tic scientists, ^vho are-' always shouting "for 
academic freedom, engage in heresy-hunting like 
some of the theologians to, which they object as 
heresy-huntersi 
• 


I had not expected eonBrjmstion of my view 


from a scientist, particularly not from tone who 
elairns to be one of the chief instigators of the boy- 
cott, Professor Paul Herget, director of the Cincin- 
nati Observatory, professor at the University of 
Cincinnati. He has also sent me letters addressed 
to 0eWltt Wallace, editor of the "Reader's Digest," 
and B. T. Harris of tJ»c MacMillan Company. AH 
the letters ore long. 
The first paragraph of Professor Hergef s letter 


to me reads; 
"This Is not f» reflection- on (columnists}, but on 
frauds: You and Velikovsky. You are certainly a 
fraud, writing such a long column on something you 
have not read or Investigated. 
He is certainly a 


fraud, writing a book which is so obviously preju- 
diced and untenable, and calling it scientific, I am 
one of those who participated in this campaign 
against MacMillan and I am willing to take time to 
explain what I know about it, even though I doubt 
that you have the sincerity of purpose to hear me 
to the end." 
This show.* the professor's breadth of mind, 


tolerance, urbantty and understanding of free insti- 
tutions. It Is a virtue of our society that differ- 
ences of view and opinion and interpretation are 
tolerated. We assume that no one possesses a 
monopoly of knowledge or wisdom. 


It is not 'necessary for me to read every book 
published. • I do feel a- compunction to protest 
against self-appointed censors, operating not in the 
open, but imposing a secret boycott with the object 
of suppressing ideas, concepts, interpretations and 
attitudes different from their own. 


Htjrget may any that Veiikovsky's book is no 


good; that controversy 1 am incapable of judging. 
But when he says to other textbook buyers that 
they should not purchase any MacMillan textbooks, 
no matter how suitable, then he and his associated 
perform im act of censorship and inteiJectual coer- 
cion which is intolerable in a free society.

Shnpley had Instigated this boycott, but I did not

."SlkENT" GALLSTONES 


Physicians are finding that some organic or real 


ailments do not seem to cause any symptoms in 
some individuals, while in others with the same ail- 
ment tho symptoms will be severe. These cases in 
which no symptoms arise, are called 'silent' cases; 
there Is for example, silent cancer of the stomach 
which, because the symptoms are silent usually pro- 
gresses to a point whereat is too late to operate 
before it is discovered 
1 Then there is what Js calle4 sjlent nunger in 


which, although the individual la not hungry, he eats 
because he thinks he should. Actually, the stomach 
und digestive Juices are "waiting" for food, though 
not causing any hunger pangs. 


In "Annals of Surgery," Drs. Manured W, Com- 


fort, Howard K. Gray (Mayo Clinic) and James M. 
Wilson (Mayo Foundation), report on 10 to 20- year 
follow-ups in 112 cases in which gallstones (silent 
or wiihout symptoms) were- found during abdominal 
operations for conditions other than gallstones. 


Because gallstone, once they start moving out 


of the gall bladder through the small tubes, .may 
cause agonizing pain, the question arises as to 
whether or not these gallstones should be removed 
if they are causing no pain. In the opinion of these 
Mayo surgeons, treatment <of the silent gallstones, 
discovered by X-ray or otherwise, may be classified 
as optional or elective on part of the patient and 
patient's physician, 


Howover, operation should not be postponed af- 


ter symptoms develop and especially after attacks 
of colic appear. If > the patient decides he does not 
want an operation, he takes the chano of ex- 
prlenclng painful attacks of gallstone colic and 
increases the risk of surgical treatment should com- 
plications of gallstone— disease of the ducts or tubes 
carrying bite from the gall bladder — arise, 
The thought, then, is that if gallstones are dis- 


covered accidentally, by X-ray or otherwise, but no 
symptoms are prtsent, operation need not be per- 
formed. But, where the gallstones are causing symp- 
toms — Inflammation or gallstone colic—the sooner 
operation Is performed the better it will b* for the 
patient from the standpoint of safety and future 
health,

If you're in- 
clined to pity these poof unfor- 
tunates, shed a tear at the same 
time for the equally miserable 
thousands who drew trumps when 
they shouldn't have. In today's 
hand, for example, South would 
have been a gone goose if he had 
drawn trumps. 


West opened the king of spades 
tind continued the suit. South ruff- 
Jng tho second round with the ten 
of hearts, Now if South tried to 
draw trumps he would have to use 
up all of his trumps to draw those 
held by West. He would then be 
able to cash his top cards in the 
minor suits. Tho moment he gave 
up the lead, however, the oppo- 
nents would bury him under an 
nvalanche of spades. South would 
therefore make only his 
five 
trumps and his four top cards in 
the minors, fci' a one-trick set, 
After ruffing the second spade, 
South decided to set up the dummy 
and draw trumps from the North 
hand. With this object In mind he 
led the eight of hearts to dummy's 
nine, and raffed a third spade with 
the jack 9t hearts. He next led 


•h* queen of hearts to dummy'* 
king and returned dummy's last 
spade, ruffing with the ace of 
hearts. 
By this time East had tailed to 
'oliow suit in both spadea and 
learts. It was therefore clear that 
West had begun with five spades 
ind four hearts. At this point, 
West h$d one spade, two hearts, 
and bis original four cards in the 
minor suits. 
If South made the mistake of 
leading club* first, he would make 
only one diamond trick. West 
would ruff the second diamond 
and lead the queen of clubs. This 
would limit declarer to nine tricks. 
South could not tell that West 
held * singleton diamond. How- 
ever, It was Important for South 
to begin the minor suit in which 
West w«* snort. Sinee declarer 
could see eight diamonds in the 
clubs, h« quite properly decided 
that West was more likely to be 
short in diamonds than in clubs. 
Acting on this assumption, 
South cashed the ace of diamonds 
and led a low diamond towards 
dummy. West was helpless to de- 
feat the contract after this play. 
If he discarded, dummy would 
take the king of diamonds and de- 
clarer woulo then cash his two 
clubs and a trump, fulfilling his 
contract, 
I£ West niffed the low diamond, 


dummy would play low. West 
could next cash his spade, but 
would then have to lead a trump 
or a club. In either case, dummy 
could take the king of clubs and 
the king of hearts, thus drawing 
the last trump. It would then be 
safe to cash the king of diamonds, 
and South'a ace of clubs would 
take the tenth trick.

Times have changed in the se- 


curity exchanges, too. 


Changing, psyclology is pert at 


it. 'The investing public has ap- 
proached each ef the three con- 
flicts in entirely different spirit. 
They learned about war stocks in 
World War One; they learned 
about taxes in World War Two; 
and they aren't sure thi* time 
just what's in store. 
Partly it's the greatly changed 
role the government plays ln_the 
affairs of business and finance. 
The public is well conditioned by 
now to controls, restrictions and 
interference. 
The world was so unprepared 
economically for the outbreak of 
World War One that fe»r of a 
complete collapse in stock prices 
kept the New York Stock Ex» 
changed closed for four and a 
half months*—from July 31 to De- 
cember 14, 1914—and on a re- 
stricted trading basis until April 
1, 1915 


Was Profitable Business 


Then the war babies came into 
their own. Bethlehem Steel ad- 
vanced from 546 a share to $117 
by April 9, and on to $700 the 
next year. General Motors went 
from a 1915 low of $82 to a 1916 
high of $850. 
War seemed a 


profitable business then. 


Humphrey B. Neill notes in his 


book, "The Inside' Story of the 
Stock Exchange," that traders re- 
membered the war babies when 
World War Two began Sept. 1, 
1939, nnd behaved just the oppo- 
site from the way they did in the 
first war. This time the panic was 
to buy, not to sell The market ad- 
vanced 20 points in three days. On 
September 5 volume was 5,934,350 
shaies. 
The crash came eight and a halt 
months later, May 14, 1940, as the 
Germans were o v e r r u n n i n g 
France. The price averaged drop- 
ped $35 in two days. 
The low point in prices came In 
April, 1942, when events were 
blackest for the United States on 
all fronts. But from then until 
1946 
stock prices climbed 
traders bet on American victory 
and good business ahead. 
But there were none of the fan1 


tastic price increases like those 
in the First World War, A new 


device, the excess profits tax, kept 
the war baby stocks from soaring 
in price as they had 25 years be- 
fore when corporations kept all of 
their big profits. 


How once more, stock market 
price* are being tied to a war, and 
to each day's changing hopes and 
fears. But there are « number of 
differences. First, the Korean war 
is not World War Three, and there 
la great uncertainty as to whether 
it will become so. Second, higher 
taxes are expected at any time.: 
Third, most of the war babies 
made better profits in the five brief 
years of peace than they had in 
the last war, and that makes them 
"peace babies," too. Fourth, cor- 
porations live in a gold fish bowl 
now with the Securities and Ex- 
chnnge Commission always peek- 
ing in. 


Exchange trading rules are dif- 


ferent now. Margin requirements 
have changed and can be regu- 
lated by the government. 


After the Korean frontier was 


violated, two big waves of selling 
hit the stock market. The first 
was pure shock at the interrup- 
tion to the peacetime business 
boom and it topped a stock price 
structure already shaky from a 
year-long 
Advance 
without 
a 
healthy shakedown. 


The second selling wave came 


with the realisation that the war 
might be a long one. with even 
bigger doses of controls and taxes 
than last time. Traders felt that 
many booming industries catering 
to civilian needs and pleasures 
might be clipped in production and 
profits to make way for war pro- 
duction. 


Then came the reaction. Big in- 
vestor? were reported picking up 
bin-gains. Some industries, like the 
railroads, were expected to be 
holppd by more business And some 
companies may bo in more favor- 
able positions than others when 
the bases for the new taxes are 
announced. 
But in the day by day changes 


in the weeks and months ahead, 
the market may react as \t did in 
the previous wars, prices fluctu- 
ating with the E.B.B, and flow of 
our military fortunes. 
The very different financial and 
corporate set-up o£ the nation 
now than in 1914 and in 1939 
plays a part, too. In 3914 there 
were 511 issues of stock listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
When panicky gelling hit a volume 
of 1,280,793 shares July 30, 1914, 
the board of governors were 
afraid to let the exchange open 
the next morning, or for months 
afterward. 
In 1939 there were 1,237 issues 


tinted. 
But trading volume of 
nearly six million shares merely 
meant that buyers were antici- 
pating • boom in profits. That 
was in tho days of Innocence be- 
fore the excess profits tax was 
born. 
This 
tune there are almost 
1,500 different issues listed. But 
when selling volume hit 4,860,000 
shares June 27, no one even 
thought of dosing the exchange. 
There «ill be ups and down In 
the days ahead, but no one—un- 
less maybe the Russians—thinks 
our financial and corporate system 
can't stami the strain.

Berlin, July 26 <*)—British en- 


gineers i n c h e d a 1,000-paund 
World War 2 bomb away from its 
resting place near the Russian 
war memorial today and blew it 
up. The war memorial was undam- 
aged. The Russians said thanks, 
The explosion left a la-foot deep 
crater in the Tiergarten and scat- 
tered a cloud of dust across the 
Brandenburg gate into the Soviet 
sector. Workmen restoring the 
park found the big dud with "their 
shovels Sunday. After three days 
of discussion with the Russians, it 
was finally agreed that the bomb 
could be moved 200 yards awoy 
where it could be exploded with- 
out causing damage to ,the me- 
morial. Special precautions had to 
be taken in the moving because 
the bomb had a damaged fuse 
which might- have exploded it 
prematurely. 


North Koreans... 
described the fighting, in whteh 
the Americans fell back east of 
Yongdong. Tile withdrawal was 
orderly and casualties were re- 
ported not heavy.
